That neither the day, nor the Teſt, nor the worſhip 
required in the fourth Precept of the Ten Commandments, is now o6b= 
ligatory to Chrift12n3. and thac for the Re1(01 aforementioned. 

And therefore thar his deſperate wickedncts h2rvia miy be made ma- 
nifeſt co all mzn, 1 have caken chis further pairs , to ſec forch the groſs 
abſurdities, 2ni p:rnicious and deflruftive conſeqn:nces, that will 
naturally flow ſro: the fore-named fountain ; as allo, the ſeweral fa! + 
boods, which he m:de uſe of to colour the ſ1me,to the end his Aunicors 
might not difcerae the bottom thereof.

eftabliſhcd the whole law, a5 1: apptareth they havz done without ex- 
ceptios ? and therefore to me, the Ocators ?f{*rtion is no leſs then b/af- 
phemy both agaialt the Father. Sou, 3nd Holy Ghoſt. 
5. He hath chercby cond:mocd the 7wdgenrnt and pratfiſe of 
all che learaed Writers , whether a»cient or awodern, thateves i read 
Or 


or heard of, whodid eicher obſerye the ſewenth-day- Sabbath, 23 in the 
fourth P recep, or elſe the fix ft day inthe week in licad thereof , and 
that upon the account of a morality of a day enjoyned in the fourth 
Precept ; yea, they were fo far frem obſerving xo day for x Sabbath, 
that they kept both the ſezzenth day, and the firſt day in the week, 
for ſome hundred of yeers after Chriſt, as the Ocator himſelf knowerh 
right well, and which | ſhall proveif he will puc meto ir. 

6. Hg hath thereby proclaimed himſelf a detraRtor from that Law, 
which is rot yea and nay ; but, yea and not way ; and ſoliable co the 
judgement, Mat. 5.19. and Rev.22.18,19, and that he is a detraQtor 
in a high degree. will thus appear 2 for, if both the day, and the ref, 
arid the worſhip required by God in the fourth Precept, be caken away 
by Chiift, then what Morality will remain in the letter of the Precept ?

If the worſhip re- 
quired in the {. urthPrecept,be ſo nulled then all ſuch holy duties as were 
peculiar to thzc day, is alſo abrogated ; as praiſing 2nd lauding of God

2.2,3. was wot given to Alam and Ev:, ro obſerve in Paradiſe, be» 
fore their fall, in that they had then no need to work , and therefere 
kept it wot. Inanſwerto which , I ſhall ia che firſt place oppoſe the 
words of Chriſt, Aar.2.279, where ſpeaking of the ſame Sabbath he 
averreth. that it was made for man : where, by moan, it is irrarional to 
think, he intended any one part icular man ; and conſ:quently for max 
in general ;and lo for Adam and Eve, ani thac before their fall, ſee- 
ing they fell not before the Sabbath was inſtiruted : and this wys back'd 
by learne Aixſworth who upon Exod.20.1 1, faith, That the Sab- 
bath was wnftitutcd from the beginning of the world. and was given 
(note) ro all nations, and notto [ſrael only. Secondly, That Ada 
and Eve, and tie !abouring creatures had need of reſt, duriag man's

3. He affirmed Thar the ſeventb-day-ſabbath was not intrinſecal- 
ly moral before the giving of the law inSin i all the other precepts 
of the two tables were. TowhichT return this anſwer All chat law 
which was wrictea in mans heart byNature,was intrinſecally moral be- 
fore the givirg of the law in Seas; but the fourth Piecept is part of chat 
law Which was written in man's heart by Nature, before it was given ia 
Sinai Therefore the fourth Precept was as intrinſecally moral,as any of 
the otherh before the giving of the law in Sinai. Now towards the 
clearing up of the Tru'h of this Argument, the Orator himſelf confel- 
ſeth, That all the other Precepts of the Ten Commandments , were 
written in the heart of man by Naturezand therefore if I can prove, Thac 
the whole Law was wri:tea iathe heart of man by Natare, without any 
exception cf the fourch Commandment , then I hays done my work ; 
2nd tothis purpoſe. 1d, Rom. 2.1 4,1 5, where the Apoſile Pawtwith- 
out any exception , affiimeth, That the work theicof was wricten in 
man?s her: by Nacure: fo that che Reader is letc to his Choice, whether 
he will believe tre Apolile, or the Orator, in this caſe ; and if the Apo« 
file's afferiion be believed , then the Orator's forgery muft be rejeRed. 
Again, how could the ſeyenrh-day-fabbath be given to all nations ia the 
loyns of e Adam and Eve , ( 251 rave proved) and yer not written in 
their hearts by Nature ? Again; by the {ame Argument that the ſeyenth- 
day-fabbath is ju.:ges by icme, not to be 1ntrinſecally moral, becauſe ic 
is mentioned Gey.,2.2.3. without the #ther Precepr, it will alſo follow, 
Thar the fixth Piecepr of the ſame law, is nor intriaſecally moral in that 
it is alſo fingled cut from the other Precepts Gew.9.5,6. God therefore I 
fuppoſe, fingled them forth,as the two grand prizciples of his royal law, 

to intimate unto us, That the viclaticg of the ſabbath readeth as much to 
the deſpifing cf Gcd,as a murtherer deſpiſeth him whom he murdereth 
ard contrariwile, the obſeryation of the feyenth-day-Sabbath, is as pre- 
cious in tie eſteem of God as itcan betoa man to have his life preſerved, 
the cot: memoration of the work of the creation, and of our ſarRification 
b. bn, being »s it were the life cf God, in reference to maakinde ; for 
by hoy much we forget that there was a creation, by ſomuch we forget 
there 
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there was a God that created the world ; and by how much we forget 
our ſanQification by God and Chriſt, by ſo much we forgec that there 
is eicher God or Chriſt that ſanifiech us : which may ſerye for a ter- 
ror toall the S:bbath-breakers of this Commonwealth, & ce and for a 
conſolation to thoſe that are obſervers thereof, they being the perſons yo 
whoin thoſe glorious promiſes are made, /ſa,58.13 24. namely ſuch 
as ſhall build the old waſte places, andraiſe up the foundations of 
many generations, aud ſuch as (hall be called the repairers of the 
breach and the reſtoyers of paths to aw:ll in » which is worthy to be 
taken notice of by all ſuch who at this cimeyprecend ſo highly for the ad- 
yancement of the Laws and Ordinances of God and Chriſt in the nati- 
ons, and yet are Sabbath-breakers, and defſpiſers of believers baptiſm, 
and other infſtrutions of Chrift and his Apoſtles, and therefore ſuch as 
| Sod will never own with approbation in the preſeat Generation-work, 
vi until chey repent of ſuch their negleAs and miſcarriages. Andyhus I haye 
4 bolt both ſhewed the Orator's faljhood in his aſſertion, as alſo cautioned the 
Lords people to come out of theAntichriſtian praftices they now follow, 
Mi 4+ He aſſerred , That all the learned writers whether ancient or 
il moder:.did all expound Col.2.16, to be meant of the moral ſabbath, 
In which words , the Reader may take notice , That he hath clearly 
oranted, That all the faid perſons did acknowledze the ſryenth-day-ſab- 
| bath in queſtion ro be a moral Sabbath; and conſequently hath teftifled 

4} tor us,and againſt the Orator, 2eIn that the ſaid writers have fo confeſ- | 
{ed,they have thereby alſo acknowledged, That the ſaid ſabbath is perpe=

5. He diflwaded his diſciples trom the oblervation of the ſeyemth-day-fabbath, 
becaute of the ſtrictneſs ot the duty required therein, To which I antier, Thar 
he may as well diflwade theni trom their obcdicnce to any of the other Com- 
mandments, ſceing they do as well extend to the ituternal thoughts and imagi» 
nations of men, (as the great Prophet expounds them, Mat.5.) as to their excer = 
nal words and actions; and theretore,as it is as impoflible for a man ro keep tbe 
royallaw in the ſpiritual part thereof, whilſt he liverh in the breach of the lite= 
ral part thereof, as it is for a man to commit attual adultery with a woman,and 
yer not to look upon her with 2 lufltul eye , or to commir actual murder upon 
a man, and yer notto hate him ; fo it is as impoſiible for men ro oblerve the 
ſabbath ſpiritually , whilſt rhey break ir literally, Again, the literal part oc 
the renth Preceptzis every whit as rigorous as the literal part of the tourth Pre- 
cept ; bur muſt it nor therefore be oblerved as far as we are cnabled by grace? 
ſurely yea. Again,the great Expounder of the law, doth declare, Thar all wotks 
of Mercy, and ſuch as tcnd to the glory of God , may be done on the ſabbath= 
day, and that trom the praCice of the Jews themſelves, who both made fircs for 
their ſacrifices, and ted and watered their cartel, helped rhem our of ditches on 
the Sabbath day, albeir, the fourth Precepr doth not ſcemingly rolerate any 
ſuch duty,neicther the ſtatutes thercupon, Exod.31.1415. and conſ quently the 
Oratots diflwaſion was a pernicious doctrine. 

6. He affirmed, That the ſeventh-day-ſabbarh was to be-obſerved from even 
to even. To which I ſhall oppoſe learned Ainſworth, who upon Gcn.2.3. ob» 
ſerveth, That rhe ſeventh-day from the Creation,is nor diſtinguiſhed by evening 
znd morning,as were the fix, Again.God ſpeaketh only of the day,The ſeventh 
day is the ſabbath,&c. There were alſo c:rtain hours obſerved in thar day for pub- 
lick worſhip, Act. 3.1. their legal oblations, being then cor:vertcd intg prayer, 
Rev.5.8.and $.3,4.ſo that Lev 23.32. had reference only to the cereatonial fab- 
batþ there rreated of, 2nd nor to the moral ſabbath, v.3. here it is diſtingusſhed 
from the other ſabbarhs, as in v.4. and thus his falſhocd appearerh s1ſo. 

7. He alledged the writings of rhe ancient Fathers (fo called) to prove, Thar 
the ſpiritual reſt which believers have in Chriſt , doth pur an end to rhe lireral 
reſt requires in the fourth Precepr. Now that this is another falſhood, I ſhall 
make appear from the ſayings of rhe chiefeſt of the Authors he buildeth his er- 
ronious conception upon, 2. e. 188475, who, in his Epiſtle ro the Mrognetians, 
uſerh theſe expreſſions ; & Ler us nor keep the ſabbath in a Jewiſh manner with 
<« jdJeneſs,ec. bur ler every of us keep the ſabbath, rejoycing in che mediration 
& of the law z not ina remiſneſs of the body, bur in admiring the workmanſhip 
« of God 3 not rejoycing in dancing, and uncivil ſhoutings, &*c. From which 
words I gather theſe following obſervationss 1. That he exhorterh to keep a 
fabbath. 2. Nor an eyery-day-ſabbarh(as rhe Oraror would ftrain him)bur the 
ſabbath, z.c. rhart ſabbath wherein men ought ro contemplate upon the works of 
the creation: which can bz applied to no orher then the ſeventh-day-ſabbarh. 
Again, as touching the reſt required in that ſabbath , he doth not oppoſe ſpiri- 
tual reſting, to reſting ſimply, bar to the carnal and irreligious reRting then pra- 
Qtifcd by the Jews . ( who had made the Jaw of God void;by their traditions, as 
ou: Saviour affixmerh, Mat.15. 3,9. )}as in dancing and uncivil ſhourings,c>c. 1g. 
a11us words ars therefore to be underſtood comparatively,as it he had faid,You 


had 
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had better of the two, work on the Sabbath-day in ſome honeſt calling, then ts 
p the ſabbath as atoreſaid. Again, ſeeing he exho1teth to keep tice Jabbath 
ſpiritually, he would be contrary to himiclt , to pertwade them to tolloy their 
ordinary callings on that day, lecing to work, and to cealc irom working are 
contraries, (as I have ſhewed) for how can a man mcduate inthe law of God, 
and contemplate in the works of the creation, whilſt his body is exerciſed in un- 
quiet labor ? as if the Orators dilciples could hear him preach i) Albakows, 
whilſt they are working and rrading in the city; tor they may as well do the one 
as the other, Again,touching the woiſhip requied in the fourth Precepr, gating 
admoniſheth thereuntogin exhortirg them on that day io meditate and contems 
late as aforementioned,alluding to Pſal.8. & 19. & 92. & 1/a.58.13,&c,ſo that 
1E is ſo far from maintaining the Orators opinicn, in 1eference tothe nulling of 
the day, reſt and woiſhip in the foarth Precepr, as that he hath clcerly teſtified a» 
gainſte very particular thereof : and by what 1g#2:746 hath ſaid,the Reader may 
Judge of the opinions of all the reſt ot the ancient Writers in this caſe. © Again, 
as the royal law 1s a rule of right living, 1g#at/s doth nor ſlight it (asthe Ora- 
cor and ſome others wickedly do) as old and tauly, &c. bur comrariwiſc, doth 
make ir a grand part of a Sabbath days work to meditate therem. And thus the 
Reader-may ſee what the Orator hath got by mrking lyes bus refuge 5 & how by. 
avoiding ot Scy//c,he harh fallen imtroCarybdpilo that it his dilciples be not deſpe- 
rately obſtinate againſt this glorious truth of the ſeventh-day-ſabbath,ard ſuch as 
defire ro hide their eyes therefromy as in Fxck 22.16, in regard it may be ſome 
diſadvantage unto them, they will doubilcfs tor the tuture rejze& their Orators 
opinion of abrogaring the ſeyenth-day-ſabbath, and yix1d obedience thereto,
